Whitesell 
added. 
"We 
were pretty sure someone would 
find us.” 
Mine inspectors, township po 
lice, some 50 soldiers from a Nike 
missile site, neighbors and the 
fathers of the boys hunted for the 
teen-agers for two hours before the 
shirts were found outside the mine 
entrance. 
Three inspectors soon discovered 
the boys huddled together about 
450 feet from the entrance of the 
mine that has been closed for 
some 30 years.
